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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on June 
09, 2006 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kanzaki et al (U. S. Patent 6,376,066 B1) in view of Tadokoro et al (U. S. Patent 
6,444,298 B1). 

Kanzaki et al disclose a transparent antistatic layer coated substrate as a display 
material and a cover material for an optical article such as television (col. 6, lines 47- 
68). Kanzaki et al disclose any substrate made of a transparent resin such as an acrylic 
resins, methyl methacrylate-styrene copolymer etc. can be used as a substrate to coat 
with a transparent antistatic layer comprising photo curable material comprising a 
(meth)acrylate having at least one hydroxyl group and two or more (meth) acryloyl 
groups and zinc antimonate as an electro conductive material (col. 3, line 17 to col. 4, 
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line 52). Kanzaki et al fail to disclose acrylic film substrate comprising methacryl resin 
layer containing a dispersed rubber particles. 

Tadokoro et al disclose an acrylic resin laminated film comprising an acrylic resin 
such as methyl methacrylate resin containing rubber particles (layer 14) (col. 4, lines 13- 
52). The thickness of the film is 0.6 mm (i.e. 600 microns) (col. 8, line 56). The layer 14 
is bonded to a layer 16 which is also an acrylic resin layer containing no rubber particles 
(Fig. 1 col. 3, lines 1-20). Tadokoro et al's laminated film is transparent and can be 
utilized in wide variety of uses such as exterior materials of domestic electrical 
appliances (col. 1 , lines 5-16). Tadokoro et al's laminated film has excellent weather 
resistance, excellent flexibility, excellent ornamental property etc. (col. 1, lines 5-16). 
The article such as television is considered portable -type information terminal and also 
as domestic electrical appliance. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of this invention made to utilize disclosure of Tadokoro et al in the invention of 
Kanzaki et al to use Tadokoro et al's transparent acrylic laminate as a substrate to 
make flexible display cover to prevent breaking. 

No claims are allowed. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed June 09, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In reference to rejection of claims 1-5,7 and 8 under 35 USC § 
1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Tadokoro et al (U. S. Patent 6,444,298 B1 ) in view of 
Kanzaki et al (U. S. Patent 6,376,066 B1), applicants mainly argue that neither 
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Tadokoro et al nor Kanzaki et al disclose or suggest display window of a portable-type 
information terminal. 

These arguments are unpersuasive because Kanzaki et al clearly suggest 
display material or a display cover material and exemplifies television cover or window. 
Tadokoro et al disclose use of their laminate in domestic electrical appliances. The 
television falls within definition of domestic electrical appliances and it is also a portable- 
type information terminal.
